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60,000 Churches “Dead” 


Sixty thousand of the 200,000 Protestant churches 
are “dead.” Within a year they gained no new mem- 
bership. Perhaps 40,000 more gained one or two new 
members, while between 7,000 and 8,000 churches 
stand vacant and deserted, according to Frederick L. 
Collins, writing in Woman’s Home Companion. 

“Shall we bury these dead churches?” he asks, 
quoting figures furnished by the Men’s Church League 
to show the sterility of so many institutions. His 
answer is that they should be buried; that Christianity 
owes them a debt for past services and that the debt 
could be discharged by giving them a Christian burial, 
not only for their own benefit but for the benefit cf 
the remaining churches. 

Declaring that rehabilitation of the churches should 
not have failed in past years because of the lack of 
finances, Collins points out that the church has more 
money than Henry Ford or John D. Rockefeller, 
United States Steel or General Motors. Last year, he 
says, it collected and spent in America alone, $600,- 
000,000, most of which was wasted on the dead church. 

Failure of the churches to show gains in member- 
ship are laid to the development of other forms of 
public gatherings which do away in a measure with 
the necessity of gathering at a community church for 
neighborly activities. The motion picture, the auto- 
mobile, the radio, increased school activities, new sub- 
jects taught, all put a great strain upon the church. 
Owen D. Young, churchman as well as financier, points 
out that “it does no good for the church to wish that 
the radio and the automobile were not here. They are 
here. They will stay here and new and other things 
will come. Every new advance disintegrates the old 
order and only those institutions survive which can 
adapt themselves to new conditions. Facts are facts 
and we must take account of them.” 

The existence of the tired business man, the article 
adds, with his passion for golf, is another accepted 
factor in church diminution. But almost as important 
is the tired business woman. There are nearly ten 
million of her now; nearly a million and a half be- 
tween forty-five and sixty-five; more than two hun- 
dred thousand over sixty-five. These women c. .ie 
from what was once the bulwark of the Sunday con-

gregation. Now they have little time for church go- 
ing on their one day off. 

The Men’s Christian Church League declared that 
it had been misled for some time by the glowing re- 
ports of growth in all churches. They discovered, how- 
ever, that instead of the 1,115,000 gains for 1928, the 
figures heretofore have represented births into fam- 
ilies inactively connected with the church and of per- 
sons who moved from one community to another, be- 
ing enrolled again and again without being striclen 
from the rolls of the original church. In short, the 
poll proved to be entirely inaccurate and the League 
continuing its work, found thirty-two percent of ‘he 
churches actually sterile. 

We are indebted to The Woman’s Home Companion 
for the advance copy published above. It is a pretty 
severe arraignment of the Protestant Churches, com- 
ing as it does from a League composed of their own 
members. 

When the branches are separated from the Catholic 
vine sooner or later they begin to wither and die. The 
Catholic Church is now nineteen centuries old and yet 
she is youthful and vigorous, showing no signs of de- 
cay, ever growing and expanding her branches more 
and more. 

The failure of Protestantism ought not to lead to 
religious indifferentism in America but rather to the 
raising up by Divine Providence of a well disciplined 
army of Catholic preachers and evangelists who, by 
their Apostolic labors among non-Catholics, will con- 
vert millions to the Catholic faith. Oh, that the 
preaching friars of Francis and Dominic in the thir- 
teenth century could live again in our own day, bring- 
ing home to the mind and heart of the men and women 
of America, now outside the Fold of Peter, the saving 
truths of the Catholic religion. Meantime let the mem- 
bers of our Lamp Army consecrate themselves to God 
as lay evangelists, each one singling out some indi- 
vidual non-Catholic with whom you come daily into 
contact and setting yourself prayerfully to work to 
bring about his conversion. 

We now have twenty million Catholics in America. 
If everyone of these converted just one non-Catholic 
neighbor, we would soon have forty million. 








“BELMEAD’S” NOTABLE CHURCH 


It was an event of more than ordinary importance 
when on October 24th last year His Eminence, Car- 
dinal Dougherty, Archbishop of Philadelphia, con- 
secrated the Church of St. Edward, erected for St. 
Emma’s Industrial and Agricultural Institute, “Bel- 
mead,” near Rock Castle, Virginia. This beautiful 
Church was erected as a Memorial of the late General 
Edward de Veaux Morrell, Torresdale, Pa., who died 
September 1, 1917, and who founded the Institute 
jointly with his wife. 

The Church was designed after the early English 
Gothic period of the fourteenth century, the motif 
having been taken from the beautiful little Pulborough 
Church at Sussex, England. This particular church is 
intended to be a centre of religious activity for a com- 
munity far removed from a city parish, and is equally 
well adapted for its location and requirements. 
Churches of this type were the direct product of the 
localities in which they stood; built of materials at 
hand, whether of brick or stone, and put together by 
local masons and craftsmen to the extent of their skill. 

Guild System Followed 

The same procedure was followed at Rock Castle 
where the boys of the institute played a large part in 
constructing St. Edward’s Church. The stone was 
quarried by them on the premises under the guidance 
of a skillful mason; it was then dressed and laid in 
the walls. The boys labored in the woods, cutting 
timber, which was placed in the shop and prepared for 
use in the building. In the blacksmith’s shop other 
boys worked on the wrought iron necessary for the 
ornamental work, such as grilles, guards and electric 
fixtures. Much of the interior millwork was executed 
by the students of St. Emma's and St. Francis’ Indus- 
trial School, Eddington, Pa. Thus by much the same 
method and principle used six hundred years ago, this 
chapel has arisen characterized by a special charm of 
direct simplicity without any attempt to disguise the 
hand-work of its local craftsmen. 

The chapel accommodates three hundred students in 
addition to the 
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stone, and the furnishings, like the structure itself 
have been designed with the utmost simplicity 
and good taste, in harmony with the architectural per. 
iod employed. The altars, of stone, are simple but 
dignified and have been enhanced with richly carved 
reredos. Delicately carved stone niches have been 
provided in the interior to receive the carved wooden 
statues of St. Louis, St. Edward, St. Francis, St. Ter. 
esa of Jesus, St. Anthony and St. Joseph. 

While Belmead Institute was founded for the benefit 
of industrious Colored Catholic youth, nevertheless no 
student is refused admission on the grounds of belief 
and the majority of students have been non-Catholics, 
It was opened for the reception of students in January, 
1895, and was incorporated under the laws of the State 
of Virginia in June, 1917. 

Since its establishment, it has been the aim of the 
institute to give to young Colored men a thorough reli- 
gious and secular education, enabling them, also, to 
acquire a technical training in modern scientific 
methods of agriculture, or in such mechanical trades 
as they may select. 

It was the hope of the founders that those gradu- 
ating from the institute would return to their homes 
as skilled agriculturists, or competent artisans, quali- 
fied to follow successfully the industry chosen while 
at the institute, and thus to become representative men 
of their respective communities. 

Practical Education Given 

The institute offers opportunities to young colored 
men to acquire an education and at the same time to 
receive practical instruction in a mechanical trade, or 
to make a study of modern methods of agriculture, 
which hertofore had been necessarily limited. It is 
situated on the plantation known as “Belmead” in 
Powhatan county, Virginia, its 1,700 acres including 
a frontage of almost two miles on the south bank of 
the winding and picturesque James river. It possesses 
one of the most beautiful and healthful sites in the 
old Dominion, the principal buildings being situated 
on a broad eminence overlooking miles of interesting 
territory.

The faculty of the academic department of the in- 
stitute is composed of teachers holding accredited de- 
grees in the liberal arts and sciences. In the industrial 
and mechanical departments, the instructors are skilled 
artisans. Many of them are graduates of the insti- 
tute who have had from five to ten years experience 
in the commercial world and who are now employed 
as instructors in the trade they acquired while students 
at St. Emma’s. Similar requirements are made for in- 
structors in other departments. 





ALIENATING SOUTH AMERICA 


President-elect Hoover on his recent tour to South 
America learned many things about the relations of 
the South American peoples with our country which 
doubtless will be more helpful to him during his forth- 
coming administration. We do not know whether or 
not he was made acquainted with the injury being done 
to American interests in the South American countries 
by the proselytizing of American Protestant mission- 
aries, but if he was not he would learn much from 
the correspondence of John W. White, now appearing 
in the Chicago Daily News. 

Mr. White declares that the activities of hundreds 
of so-called American missionaries are “one of the 
most pernicious American influences in South 
America.” 

“The American Protestant missionaries,” says Mr. 
White, “‘do not go into the hot Chaco to carry the gos- 
pel to the Indians, nor into the cold wastes of Tierra 
del Fuego to preach to the rapidly disappearing 
Fuegians, nor up the steaming jungles of the Amazon. 
They settle down in the large cities or the pleasant 
suburbs of a South American capital and devote them- 
selves exclusively to trying to persuade people who 
are already Christian communicants to leave the sect 
they are already in and join the one offered by the 
missionary.” 

“This,” says Mr. White, “is not mission work; it is 
proselytizing in its worst form. Considered from a 
purely religious standpoint these so-called missionaries 
do more harm than good, because they take away from 
their ‘converts’ the ritual of the faith in which they 
have been raised and give them no equivalent in return 
for it. Experience has shown that a very large num- 
ber of these so-called ‘converts’, having had doubt 
sown in their hearts, soon begin to doubt the new faith, 
as well, and wind up all too often by becoming 
unbelievers altogether.” 

This destruction of the faith in those who had been 
born and brought up in the oldest Christian faith is 
saddening to those who were charged with the care 
of souls in South America before the Protestant mis- 
sionaries came and who had carried the light of Chris- 
tianity everywhere through the southern hemisphere, 
and tends to make Catholics generally in the South 
American countries rather bitter towards the United 
States. In fact it is Mr. White’s view that nothing 
has been more harmful to good business relations be- 
tween the South American countries and the United 
States than this American Protestant activity. 
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Before these missionary organizations can operate 
in the South American countries they must incorporate 
themselves just as any other business organization and 
have their statutes approved. These statutes almost 
invariably state that the purpose of the organization 
in coming to Argentina or to Brazil, or Chile, or any 
other republic, is “to save the heathen and bring Chris- 
tianity to them.” Mr. White pertinently asked what 
would the people of the United States think if similar 
statutes were filed in the Depatrment of Justice at 
Washington by any foreign organization of mission- 
aries. 

The work of saving the heathen and bringing Chris- 
tianity to them in South American countries is per- 
formed exclusively by the Catholic missionaries. Prot- 
estant missionary activity in the South American 
republics is almost wholly destructive. This fact has 
been generally known to Catholics in the United States 
for many years, but perhaps more attention will now 
be given to it by those not of the Catholic faith in 
the United States when the condition and its harm- 
ful consequences are being described by one of the 
leading secular journals of the country.

RELIGIOUS CHANGES IN THE NEW 
RUMANIA 


The annexations that followed the great war— 
chiefly at the expense of Hungary—increased the 
population of Rumania from seven and a half to over 
seventeen millions. In Transylvania this brought 
under Rumanian rule a population of which the major- 
ity were Catholics of German and Magyar origin, and 
of the Latin and Uniat Rites. In the Rumania of 
pre-war days the “Orthodox” Eastern Church—the 
independent national “Church of Rumania’’—was that 
of nearly all the people. After the war the National 
Orthodox Church, even with the annexed non- 
Orthodox population, amounted to about 60 per cent 
of the nation. But its overwhelming superiority of 
numbers had now disappeared. 

The Concordat guarantees freedom of worship and 
religious education and free communication of the 
hierarchy with the Holy See. Rumania is no longer 
to be classed as a mission country under Propaganda, 
but comes under the ordinary law of the Church, and 
to meet recent territorial changes there is reorganiza- 
tion of some of the dioceses. Bishops of the Uniat 
Catholic Rite and the Latin Archbishop of Bucharest 
are to be ex-officio members of the Senate. An impor- 
tant provision is that religious instruction may be given 
in the local language of each district. This will remove 
a serious grievance.

tive, the insinuations of flesh and blood, and not 
heavenly wisdom which speak in them. 

They think more of their own petty business and 
of the momentary sorrow which parting with their 
children will entail, than of the joy and glory which 
await their children in their Father’s House, and of the 
unspeakable thrill they themselves might later easily 
experience, upon finding their loved ones “seated in 
the temple, in the midst of the doctors.” 

In this they ought to follow the example of th: 
Blessed Virgin and Saint Joseph, the models for all 
Christian parents. We know from the Gospel that their 
hearts ached when they sought Jesus. But we must 
remember, too, that it was the awful uncertainty of 
the whereabouts of Jesus, and not the mere loss of 
His presence, which worried them. Had they known 
the great happiness and honor which Jesus found in 
the temple, and the full meaning of His Father's busi- 
ress that detained Him, they would have borne this 
trial with joyful resignation. 

Parents have the right to enquire into their chil- 
cren’s vocation and to test it, but not to make it impos- 
sible and overthrow it. On the contrary, it is their duty 
to submit in all patience and resignation to the recog- 
nized Will of God with regard to their children.

CONDITIONS FOR MAKING THE POPE’S 
JUBILEE 
Epitor’s Note: The year of the Pope’s Jubilee is 
passing rapidly. All our Lamp Readers will certainly 
wish to secure the rich indulgences offered so gen- 
erously and so easily acquired, but procrastination is 
the thief that pilfers from us spiritual goods as well 


as temporal ones. Hence we have published the fol- 
lowing as a Reminder to the big majority who are in 
danger of losing the Jubilee Indulgences for themselves 
and the Poor Souls just through sheer postponement. 
“Now is the accepted time.” Fulfil the Jubilee condi- 
tions at once and delay no longer. 


1. Visits. Six visits are to be made to the churches 
prescribed. They can be made on one day. After 
leaving the church, one may return at once for another 
visit. The visits need not be made in your own 
diocese. If you wish to make them in a town or vil- 
lage where there is only one church, the six visits 
can be made to that church; if there are two churches, 
make three visits to each church; if there are three 
churches, make two visits to each church. If you wish 
to make the visits where there are more than three 
churches in the town or city, find out the three churches 
that have been designated by the Bishop of the diocese 
for that town or city. 

During each visit pray for the intentions of the Holy 
Father. Five times “Our Father”, “Hail Mary” and 
“Glory be, etc.” are enough. You need not know the 
intentions recommended by the Holy Father. 

2. Fasting and Abstinence. You must fast (i.e. 
take only one full meal) and abstain (that is, take no 
meat) on two days. Any days may be chosen, except 
those on which it is already prescribed to fast and 
abstain. If you cannot fast, arrange with a confessor 
to substitute something else.

3. Almsgiving according to your means. If you 
doubt about the sum you should give consult your con- 
fessor. It is recommended to give the alms to the 
Union-That-Nothing-Be-Lost, but there is no obliga- 
tion to do this. 


4. You must go to Confession and Communion. If 
you have already been to Confession and Communion 
for your Easter duty, any other Confession and Com- 
munion will suffice for the Jubilee. If you are such a 
bad Catholic as to have failed to make your Easter, 
first go to Confession and Communion for that obliga- 
tion and later make another Confession and Commun- 
ion for the Jubilee. 





ONE MILLION CATHOLICS OF LATIN RITE 


Before the war the Catholic Uniats numbered only 
about 8,000, chiefly in the neighborhood of Bucharest; 
with the addition of those in the annexed territory 
they were now about a million and a half. The Cath- 
olics of the Latin Rite are now about a million. In 
the years immediately after the peace of 1919 the 
Catholics of Transylvania, especially the Uniats, had 
a difficult time. The new officials trie dto disorganize 
their schools, and force the use of the Rumanian lan- 
guage on priests and teachers, and Uniat church build- 
ings were turned over to the Orthodox. The observ- 
ance of Catholic holidays was made all but impossible. 
In a less degree the Protestants had much to complain 
of. 
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Will the Aftermath Save the Day?

Please, therefore, bear in mind that every dollar any Reader of this Edi- 
torial sends hereafter in response to this appeal—one hundred cents of that dollar will be at the 
disposal of the Board of Directors of the Union-That-Nothing-Be-Lost to aid the Missionaries and 
redeem the pledges of financial assistance we have made to the workers in the Lord’s Vineyard, both 
at home and abroad. 

We headed this Editorial with the question, “Will the Aftermath Save the Day?” As stated in 
previous issues of The Lamp, the Self-Denial-Week Offering of last Lent fell $6,000 short of the 
record made in 1928. This was to us a very great disappointment. It now remains to be seen whether 
the day (or rather the year 1929) be saved by the Response of our U. N. B. L. Members to the 
Aftermath Appeal. 

We have at least a very strong hope, supported by earnest prayer, that the Aftermath Harvest 
will more than compensate for the partial failure of the Lenten Harvest and that when the returns 
are all in, 1929 will prove the Banner Year in the History of our Missionary Union. 

One thing is certain, the contributions toward the upbuilding of the Rock-of-Peter Founda- 
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tion are already far in excess of 1928, and we confidently anticipate that the Grand Total, including -

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ESTABLISHMENT OF CATHOLIC MEDICAL 
MISSION HOUSE NEAR CATHOLIC UNI- 
VERSITY IN WASHINGTON, D. C. 

The Society of Catholic Medical Missionaries which 
was founded three and a half years ago with the ap- 
proval of His Grace, Most Rev. Michael J. Curley, 
Archbishop of Baltimore, recently acquired six and a 
quarter acres of land in the vicinity of the Catholic 
University of America in Washington, D. C. The 
housing accommodation on the property suffices for 
the present needs of the Society which has now three 
women doctors, one dentist, ten trained nurses, two 
non-medical members and one medical student. The 
Medical Mission House in Brookland is to be the 
Motherhouse of the Society, where the candidates re- 

ceive their spiritual and missionary training. 

The Society maintains and staffs a hospital for 
women and children in Northern India, where the 
Mohammedan and high caste Hindu women depend 
for medical aid on women. The Society is asked to 
undertake other

Meantime the work of excavating for the 
Central Heating Plant, which is a preliminary neces- 
sity, has been going on for some time. We say that 
this is a preliminary necessity, because the present 
furnaces are in a temporary building made of cement 
blocks which is on the very site where the third sec- 
tion of the Little Flower Building is to be erected. 
Hence the furnaces will have to be removed to their 
permanent home before the actual construction of this 
section begins.

PADUA, THE CITY OF “IL SANTO” 
SECOND PART 
Ly Roxanna GRATE IN Crusader’s Almanac 
Giotto 

Padua has many fine churches and a wealth of 
beautiful pictures, as that city should have in which 
Giotto himself was the creator of its modern paint- 
ing. On all hands his work is to be found, for, al- 
though not a native of the place, he did spend the 
years of his greatest activity there. But the church 
of all churches is, of course, “Il Santo,” the structure 
which houses the body of the beloved St. Anthony. 
Indeed, the building is one of the most celebrated in 
all Italy, and, in Franciscan eyes, second only to the 
sacred places in Assisi. It seems very curious that 
both St. Anthony and his illustrious father, St. Fran- 
cis, should in life have been such lovers of poverty 
that they both selected a burial place in an insigniti- 
cant spot—if any Catholic Chapel can be called in 
significant—and then both found their final rest in 
churches magnificent as human hands could erect! 
But the fact only bears out the truth of the words ut- 
tered by the lowly Mother of God: “He that hum- 
bleth himself shall be exalted.” 

PiIsANO 

The first impression Il Santo makes upon the mind 
of the beholder, as he enters the Piazzo del Santo, is 
one of amazement at its vast size, a huge pile of mas- 
onry capped by soaring minarets and azure domes 
which seem to melt into the blue heavens. The fam- 
ous Niccolo Pisano was the architect and, although 
the skyline is very suggestive of Santa Sophia in Con- 
stantinople, the facade is fashioned in lovely Gothic 
lines, with slender marble shafts upholding the pointed 
arches which form a charming colonnade clear across 
the width of the Church. Three roundarched doors 
are set into point-arched recesses, and in the lunette 
of the middle one is a fresco by Mantegna, St. An- 
thony and St. Bernardine holding aloft between them 
the golden monogram of Christ—St. Bernardine hav- 
ing been the great apostle of the Holy Name. 

St. ANTHONY’s CHAPEL 

The Church just within the doors seems bare, per- 
haps because of the height of the ceiling and the mas- 
siveness of the piers which support its domes; but 
at the end of the nave the eye is met by a riot of

color, a richness of decoration that is almost over- 
whelming. The ground plan of the building is in the 
shape of a cross, and each end of the transept is made 
into a shrine, that on the right of St. Felice, that on 
the left of our own ‘““Wonder-worker.” It would be dif- 
ficult to find two more imposing chapels than those 
two which face each other. The screens of both are 
made of marble, polished, carved, arcaded below and 
divided above into recesses where stand lovely 
statues. Within the arches of St. Felice’s shines the 
soft glow of dimly burning lamps hanging before the 
altar, such beautiful old brass lamps! and the Cap- 
pella del Santo is lighted by candles in wonderful 
silver-gilt candelabra standing perhaps 8 or 10 feet 
high. 
DoNATELLO 

The two chapels are connected by the choir screen 
of tall columns with sculptured bases and Corinthian 
capitals supporting a crowd of saintly figures bathed 
in the mellow light which pours from the dome high 
overhead. Eehind the screen is the main altar, one of 
the most beautiful in all Christendom. It stands ona 
platform reached by five marble steps and is very 
simple in design, straight slabs of marble set with 
bronze panels; but the marble is beautiful, highly 
polished and carved, and the panels are reliefs 
wrought by Donatello himself, portraying telling inci- 
dents in the life of St. Anthony. Donatello’s little 
angels, ten of them, puffing their musical instruments 
in a very ectasy of joy, across the front of the altar 
beneath the table; and above it, on an exquisite mar- 
ble sort of wall, a superb crucifix towers stark into 
the air, the figure of Christ being life size and most 
beautiful and pathetic in its realism. The Blessed 
Mother with St. Francis on one side and St. Anthony 
on the other stands at the foot of the cross—perhaps 
nowhere in the world is there a group of statuary more 
beautiful or more precious! Someone has truly said 
that Donatello’s work in the Church of St. Antonio 
covers the whole gamut of human emotions from the 
joy of the singing children to the agonized repentance 
of a Magdalene. 

THE TONGUE OF THE SAINT 


Behind the main altar is a small chapel where ina 
handsome relinauary is preserved the tongue of St. 
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The Silo at Saint Anthony’s Farm 

Anthony, that tongue with which he preached to the 
fishes when the people refused to listen to the word 
of God. Long after St. Anthony’s death, St. Bona- 
ventura, then Minister-General of the Order, had hte 
ody exhumed and discovered to his amazement that 
the tongue was entire and perfect, though the rest of 
the body had fallen into decay. Of course there are 
other relics in the chapel as the hundred artistically 
wrought relinquaries attest, and for that very reason 
it is called the 
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average American is the absence of a Tabernacle on 
the altar, but in most of the European churches the 
Blessed Sacrament is reserved in a chapel of its own to 
avoid the irreverence which even unintentionally 
might be given to it by art loving visitors. And thus 
the Sacred Host is found at “Il Santo” in a chapel 
ghly adorned and protected by two magnificent 
bronze gates, all being the gift of a noble lady of 
Padua. But the Blessed Sacrament Chapel is only 
one of many in the great church, among them per- 
haps none being more interesting than half a dozen 
built and adorned by as many foreign nations. St. 
Anthony may be St. Anthony of Padua in words, but 


in deeds he is St. Anthony of the whole werld!

A press despatch from Lynn, Mass., some weeks 
ago, stated: 

“The Strong, nation-wide sentiment against blatant ad- 
vertising of cigarette-smoking girls has found expression 
here in an official warning by Mayor Ralph S. Bauer to 
the operators of certain billboards in this city that such 
pictures will not be tolerated. 

Without expressing any personal opinion about women 
smokers, Mayor Bauer made it plain in his letter that ad- 
vertising which was obviously intended to carry the sugges- 
tion that cigarette smoking among young women was a 
customary and accepted practice was an affront to public 
self-respect and a dangerous influence among the youth of 
the country. 

In case the bill-posting company refuses to act Mayor 
Bauer has intimated that he might “get a ladder and either 
paste paper over the posters, or paint out the objection- 
able features.” 

The Mayer's letter to the bill-posting concern says:

The Editor of THe Lamp devoutly hopes that the 
mayor of every city in the United States will follow- 
the example of the Mayor of Lynn and put a ban on 
the billboard advertisement referred to in Mayor 
Bauer’s letter. We embrace this occasion to say that 
it is with the profoundest sorrow and regret that we 
observe the headway that the practice of cigarette- 
smoking is making among the young girls of America 
It began with the young ladies in New York’s Four 
Hundred and other ‘Smart Sets” and then spread to 
young women’s colleges, seminaries and academies. 
Now it is percolating into the rank and file of girls who 
work in factories, business offices and telephone 
exchanges. 

We appeal directly to girls and young women who 
are members of the Rosary League of Our Lady of 
the Atonement or some other sodality of the Blessed 
Virgin not only to withstand this deplorable practice, 
as far as they personally are concerned, but to oppose 
its spread by every power and faculty they possess. 
There is nothing for any young woman to gain in be- 
coming an addict to the nicotine habit and much, very 
much, to lose.

As to the 
Validity of the consolation, the evidence is certainly not 
all in: but straws always serve to show which way the 
wind blows. 

Suddenly, and with shocking impact, came early in 1927 
what was to us a wildly sensi.tional report that the “oceu- 
pation” of China had ceased—that Protestantism over there 
had abdicated, absconded, had fled precipitately from its 
own elaborately built-up and systematized expressicn of 
missionary effort—that schools and hospitals, churches and 
residences, had been either abandoned outright or turned 
over to native administration, and that the missionaries 
themselves had either gathered together in the Chinese sea- 
ports or had returned to Europe and the Unit} States. 

Of course, the first report was largely exaggerated; vel 
the fact remained that the greater part of Protestant mis- 
sionary foundations, of whatever nature, were for the time 
being separated almost entirely frou Western Protestant 
control and management, and had in many cases ceased al-

Americans. As has been intimated, these Protestant mi: 
sionaries, in leaving their fields, were forced to turn over 
their property and work to their Chinese Christian con- 
verts, althoush only a small proportion of these native 
Chinese were in uny way capable of taking over such a 
charge. As for the schools. hospitals, dispensaries, ete, 
these had for the most part to be closed down entirely, 
Even the great Protestant missionary university of ‘Tsinanfu 
and the recently-founded Lutheran high school of Dafalun 
(IIunan) were closed, 

So, with the very inception of the vear 1927. a number

of Protestant mission fields had already been completely 


abandoned, In this connection it ought to be borne in mind 
that this exodus was nof made because of any pressure 


brought to bear toward this end on the part of the Chinese
